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GROWERS URGED TO STUDY 
BALLOT ON MARKETING 
AGREEMENT 


Careful study of the ballot and ten- . 
tatively-approved marketing agreement 
by all growers of fall and winter pears \ 
throughout California now voting in a 
referendum was urged today by the 
AAA regional office at San Francis- 
co. | 

Emphasis was also placed upon the 
importance of growers mailing in their 
completed ballots prior to midnight of 
Monday, September 19, at which time 
the referendum closes. 

All growers who do not receive bal- 
lots through the mail by Saturday 
morning, September 17, may secure 
them from the county farm advisor’s 
office, along with a copy of the mar- 
keting agreement. 

Ballots and copies of the agreement 
were mailed directly from Washington. 
D. C., to all known growers of fall and 
winter pears in the three Pacific coast 
states covered by the program. 

However, arrangements were made 
to enable growers to secure ballots lo- 
cally, AAA Officials pointed out, in or- 
der that all late pear growers would 
have an opportunity to vote in the 
referendum. 

A two-thirds favorable vote of all 
participating growers, by number or 
by volume, is required before the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture can issue an Or- 
der requiring all handlers to comply 
with provisions of the program. A 50 
per cent sign-up by shippers handling 
the six varieties of late pears covered | 
by the agreement is also required. 

The agreement is designed to as- 
crowers of the Pacific coast in 
increasing their returns through the 
orderly marketing of Anjou, Bosc, Co- 
mice. Clairgeau. Easter and Winter | 
Nelis pears. It was requested by the 
industry to meet problems arising from 
a steadily increasing late pear pro- 
duction during the last ten years.

Banks Will Not Accept Warrants 


In “Thirty Thursday” Plan

Many questions have been asked of 
bankers regarding the position which 
banks will have to take with respect 
to the proposed amendment to the 
State Constitution purporting to set 
up a system of pensions payable in so- 
called warrants. The California Bank- 
ers Association, a statewide organiza- 
tion representing the banks in Cali- 
fornia, has long maintained the policy 
of avoiding any part in controversies 
over political issues. However, the 
Thirty Thursday . scheme directly af- 
fects banking because the operation of 
the plan contemplates that banks shall 
handle so-called warrants as if thcj 
were money. Our executive council has 
therefore authorized this statement re- 
garding our position. 

After consideraing the matter from 
the standpoint of a bank's ordinary 
business operations and consulting 
with our attorneys regarding the ie- 
gal requirements, we have reached the 
conclusion that banks could not take 
the so-called warrants and pay cash 
for them, could not receive them for 
deposit, could not buy them for in- 
vestment, and could not make loans on 
them. The reasons are based on both 
practical consideartions and the rules 
of law which govern the duty of a bank 
to its depositors and stockholders.

They are not promis- 
sory nctes, not state bonds, not obliga- 
tions of the state or of any govern- 
mental agency. They are not backed by 
the taxing power or credit of the state 
government. In short. they are simply 
piece of paper giving the person who 
holds them the privilege of paying a 
2c tax every week. In view of the na- 
ture of these so-called warrants it is 
obvious that banks could not cash 
them, regardless of whether or not 
stamps should be affixed. 

When a bank accepts money on de- 
posit for the account of a customer it 
promises to repay to the customer the 
same amount in lawful money. In 


‘other words, a bank must be able to 
/meet all withdrawals made from It 


by payment of cash. This obligation is 
imposed by law and applies to all 
banks, both state and national, and 
makes it necessary for banks to ac- 
cept for deposit only money or certain 


‘instruments such as checks, drafts, etc., 


which can be converted into money.
